U nited S tates Senate. 


W a s h in g t o n , January 9th.—A bill passed 
directing the transfer of one vessel of the 
Greely relief expedition to the Treasury 
D epartm ent for a revenue cutter fur use in 
the waters of Alaska, and authorizing the 
retention of the other two IGr use as 
navy surveying vessels or otherwise. 
In 
subm itting the report, Cameron said the 
revenue cutter now in A laska was insuffi­ 
cient tor the purposes of the Government. 
McPherson inquired w hether there was 
any intention on the part of ihe Govern­ 
ment to return to the English Government 
the ship presented to ti- for the purposes uf 
the Greeiv relief expedition. 
Cameron replied that under the law, as 
it would stand without the passage of the 
bill, the Secretary of the Xav v would he re­ 
quired to sell all the ships forming p an of 
the relief expedition. 
Jackson, from the Committee on Pen­ 
sions, reported favorably, with amendments, 
a bill introduced by Allison comprising the 
legislative provisions ot the pensions ap­ 
propriation bill recently passed bv the 
House. Jackson said he would call the 
bill up to-morrow. 
A resolution offered by W ilson was agreed 
to, calling upon the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior for a copy of the report of the Govern­ 
ment Directors of the Union Pacific Rail­ 
road for 1- 81. 
Slater called up the Oregon Central land 
forfeiture bill, which has been in abevance, 
subject to Morgan’s motion to reconsider. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
interstate commerce bill. 
Garland called up the House bill on the 
same subject, with a view, lie said, of mov­ 
ing to recom mit the Senate bill, with all its 
proposed am endm ents, together w ith the 
House bill, to the Committee on Railroads 
fur turther consideration. 
Tiie House bill was read, and Mr. Gar­ 
land addressed the Senate on the subject- 
matter. 
Garland said Congress could not divest 
itself of its legislative power and band it 
over to any Commission. 
The 
powers 
lodged in the Commission were extraor- 
diary. It not only gave the < Commission leg­ 
islative but judicial power. 
It seemed to 
him that tlie Courts were competent to deal 
w ith the questions involved, and if tLev 
were not, their jurisdiction could be en­ 
larged. 
The bill just passed by the House 
was a better measure than any measure 
proposed in tiie Senate, and the House bill 
defined w hat was wanted, and did not del­ 
egate the power of Congress to another 
body. Garland wanted to see the object in 
view accomplished, and felt that he could 
say that .Senators on his side of tiie cham ­ 
ber would cheerfully aid in bringing the 
m atter to a close at" this session. 
H e be­ 
lieved greater progress would be m ade by 
recom mitting all bills and proposed am end­ 
m ents to the committee, who could con­ 
sider them and report prom ptly to the 
Senate. 
Cullorn said that w hile w illing to eon- 
rede everything possible to Garland, whom 
lie regarded as one of the most em inent 
lawyers in the Senate or country, neverthe­ 
less he prefi rred to have the bill discussed 
in the Senate instead of committee. 
The motion to recom mit was rejected by 
a vote of 18 to 24. 
Oullom said when after discussion the 
Senate bill should iie perfected, he would 
move to am end [he House bill by substi- 
tut!ii2 the Senate hill for it. 
^ W ilson's am endm ent, m aking it unlaw ­ 
ful for railroads to discrim inate against in­ 
dividuals, was added to the hill. 
\ a nee pro]",sed an am endm ent, m aking 
it uniaw iul lor railroads to charge small 
shippers i.iyln r rates than large shippers. 
W hile tlii- am endm ent was still pending 
the Senate went into executive session, and 
soon after adjourned until Monday.

Is th e vastest a n d m ost splendid palace in 
P aris, an d even in th e w orld. 
T his edil ice, 
to th e construction an d em bellishm ent of 
w h ich so m any kings an d generations have 
contrib u ted for centuries, consists of the 
old an d th e new Louvre, com prising a 
n u m b er o f m agnificent structures and gal­ 
leries, w hich also connect w ith the T uiler- 
ies, w hich was partly destroyed d uring the 
tim e o f th e C om m une. 
T he G rande Gal- 
lerie, w hich connects th e latter w ith the 
L ouvre, is 413 m eters <1. 440 feet ) long. T he 
superficies occupied by th e various b u ild ­ 
ings, including the T uileries, is said to be 
JOS,000 square m eters. 
T he n o rth w ing of 
th e Louvre is 455 m eters long. 
T he princi­ 
pal facade of th e old Louvre, w ith its m ag­ 
nificent colonnade, lies on th e square of the 
sam e nam e, an d offers an adm irable aspect.

T h is affords tlie im porters am ple tim e to 
a n tic ip ate th e m ark et, w hich th ey did last 
season, m uch to th e disgust of our raisin- 
m akers. 
T h e ir business is th oroughly 
system atized, so th a t th ey can seize every 
opp o rtu n ity to dispose of th e ir m erchan­ 
dise, having agents all over tlie Southern 
and W estern States. 
T h e thorough m an­ 
n er in w hich th e M alaga raisins are graded 
is also of great advantage to them . 
W e 
all know th at wages are very low in Spain, 
being from 15 cents per day in w in ter to 
30 cents and board in harvest, th e hoard 
costing 15 cents per day. 
F reig h t, also, is 
very low— fróm $5 to 810 per ton. 
it was sujfposed at one tim e th a t tlie 
ravages of tiie p h y llo x era w ould destroy 
th e ir vineyards, as it has done in F ra n c e; 
b ut th is seem s not to lie tiie ease, as th e 
average production lias not been m uch 
lessened, although 
th is insect has been 
know n to be in tiie vineyards o f M alaga 
for m ore th an ten years. 
W h at can we .do 
to com pete w ith these people? W e cannot 
afford to lose our 1-1,000 o r 15,000 acres of 
v ineyards; th e business of sh ip p in g fresh 
fru it to tlie E ast is u n certain and a t pres­ 
ent overdone ; tiie m anufacture o f w ine or 
b ran d y from this grape is n ot profitable. 
F ir.t of all we m ust strive to get an in­ 
crease in tlie ta riff; n ex t we m ust try to 
get a reduction in railroad f re ig h t; then 
we m ust m anage our vineyards 
m ore 
econom ically, and lastly, we m ust m ake 
b etter raisins. 
I do not say th a t better 
results can be obtained in all cases, b u t 
th a t 
th ere are m any careless m en who 
strive to produce large q u an tities w ithout 
regard to q u ality . 
W e m ust also grade 
our raisins le tte r. 
T lie usual m anner has 
been for every producer o f raisins to place 
tiis own estim ate upon th e q u a lity of his 
p ro d u c t; 
tlie consequence is th a t 
th e 
classification of some men is m uch b etter 
th an th a t o f others. 
T h is can lie rem edied 
by hav in g a com petent ex p ert to grade 
them . 
In M alaga th is p a rt of th e business 
is all done by brokers, who are m uch m ore 
skilled in th e q u ality o f raisins th an th e 
m erchants w ho buy them . 
If our raisins 
are to in? a factor in tlie E astern m arket 
som ething of th is kind m ust be done, so 
th a t a m erch an t can be assured o f tlie 
q u ality of w hat lie sells. 
A country grocer 
from "Illinois said to m e, ‘* I never bu y 
C alifornia raisins because Í never can tell 
how a lot is going to tu rn out.” 
Another disadvantage which our raisins 
labor under in tlie Eastern market is that 
we have established a standard box of 20 
pounds instead of the 22-pound lwx of 
Malaga. This can be easily remedied, and 
will have to be when we really compete 
for their trade. 
There should be a proper feel ing bet ween 
the merchant and the grower. 
It is expen­ 
sive work for tlie former to build up a 
bu.-iness in the face of such competition, 
and tlie latter has an investment which at 
best can pay but little. 
Let me give a little practical advice to 
the raisin-grower. 
I know it will not be 
followed by many at present, as they have 
their own system. 
Do not try to raise 
large crops at the expense of size and flavor, 
remove all shoots not necessary to tlie pro­ 
duction of a crop ; the expense incurred in 
removing these will be amply repaid by 
the size of the grapes.

L e a f-C u ttin g A n ts. 
In my rumbles I discover a nest of the 
large black leaf-cutting ant (the < Keodnma) 
found over the entire South 
American 
Continent— and a leading member o f that 
social tribe o f insects of which it has been 
saitl that they rank intellectually next to 
ourselves. Certainly this ant, in its actions, 
sim ulates man’s intellect very closely, and 
not in the unpleasant manner o f species 
having warrior castes and slaves. T he leaf- 
cutter 
is exclusively agricultural in its 
habits, and constructs subterraneous gal­ 
leries in which it stores fresh leaves in 
am azing quantities. 
The leaves are not 
eaten, but are cut up into small piece? and 
arranged in beds; these beds quickly be­ 
come frosted over w ith a growth of a m i­ 
nute fungus; 
this the ant 
industriously 
gathers and stores for use, and when the 
artificial bed is exhausted the withered 
leaves are carried out to make room for a 
layer of fresh ones. 
Thus the CEeodoma 
literally grows its own food, and in this 
respect appears to have reached a stage 
beyond 
tbe 
most 
highly 
developed 
ant 
com m unities 
hitherto described.

that, 
although 
the 
leaf-cutters 
have 
a 
peaceful disposition, never showing resent­ 
ment except when gratuitously interfered 
with, they are just as courageous as any 
purely predatory species, only their angry 
emotions and warlike qualities always ap­ 
pear to be dom inated by reason and the 
public good. 
Occasionally a com munity 
of leaf- titters goes to war with a neighbor­ 
ing eolonv of ants of some other species; 
in this, as in everything else, they seem to 
act with a definite purpose and great de­ 
liberation. 
Wars are unfrequent. but in 
all those I have witnessed— and I have 
j known this species from childhood— the 
; fate of the nation is decided in one great 
! pitched 
battle. 
A spacious liare level 
i spot of ground is chosen, where the con­ 
tending armies meet, the fight raging for 
several hours at a stretch, to be renewed 
on several consecutive days. 
The com­ 
batants, equally sprinkled over a wide 
area, are seen engaged in -ingle combat or 
in small groups, w hile others, non-fighters, 
run briskly about, rem oving the dead and 
disabled warriors from the field of battle.

H ounds.” 
Every boy has heard of the 
game, but perhaps every boy does not 
know lttnv to play it, and for that reason 
we give the description : 
One boy represents the hare, and runs 
away, w hile the others act as hounds and 
pursue him to a special goal. 
The proper 
m anagem ent of the game, however, requires 
considerable skill. 
T he first thing to be 
done is to chose a hare. 
T he liare should 
not be the best runner, but should be dar­ 
ing. and at the sam e tim e prudent, or he may 
trespass into forbidden lands, and thereby 
cause trouble. 
A huntsm an and whipper- 
in are then chosen. 
The huntsm an should 
be the best player, and the whipper-in 
second best. 
Things having advanced so 
far, the w hole party sally forth. 
The 
hare is furnished w ith a large bag of 
white paper cut into sm all squares, which 
he scatters on the ground as he goes. 
A n 
arrangement is made that the hare shall 
not cross his path nor return hom e until 
a certain tim e, in either o f which cases 
lie is considered 
caught. 
T he hounds 
also are 
bound 
to 
follow 
the 
track 
or scent im plicitly, 
and 
not 
to m ake 
short cuts if they see the hare. 
The hare 
then starts, and has about seven m inutes’ 
grace, at the expiration of which tim e the 
huntsm an blows a horn w ith which he is 
furnished aud sets of, the hounds keeping 
nearly in Indian file, the whipper-in bring­ 
ing up the rear. 
T he huntsm an is also 
furnished with a w hite dug, the whipper-in 
with a red one. the staves being pointed 
and shod with m eial. 
Off’ they go in the 
chaise until the huntsm an loses the scent. 
H e im m ediately shouts " L o st!' on which 
the whipper-in sticks his tiagin the ground 
where the* scent was last seen, and the en ­ 
tire line walks or runs around it in a circle, 
within which they are tolerably sure to 
find the track. 
The huntsm an, in the 
m eanw hile, lias stuck his flag in the ground, 
and exam ines the country to see in what 
direction tin* hare is likely to have. 
W hen 
the track :.- found, the player w ho discovers 
it shouts. "T ally h o !” Tin.*huntsman takes 
up his tiag and ascertains whether it is 
really the track or not. 
If so. he blows Ids 
horn again, the hounds form in line be­ 
tween the two ¡lags, and off' they go again, 
it is incredible bow useful the tw o Hags are. 
Mañy a liare lias been lost because the 
bounds forgot where the last track was 
seen, and wasted tim e in searching for it 
again. 
Moreover, they seem to encourage 
the players wonderfully. 
Som etim es the 
chase extends fourteen or fifteen m iles in 
length; but before such an undertaking is 
com m enced it is necessary to prepare by a 
series o f shorter chases,which should, how ­ 
ever, be given in an opposite direction to 
the course fixed upon for the granti chase, 
as otherwise the tracks are apt to get mixed, 
and the hounds are thrown out. 
The liaré 
should always carefully survey his intend­ 
ed course a day or two previously, and then 
he will avoid getting him self into quag­ 
mires o r im prisoned til the bend o f a rivet*. 
A pocket com pás- is a most useful au xil­ 
iary. and prevents all chance o f losing tiie 
way.—[Christian Union.

THE WONDERFUL 
WORK OF A CIT­ 
IZENS' 
ASSOCIATION. 


It has been said that reforms of munici­ 
pal wrongs cannot be accomplished by 
Citizens’ Associations. 
That they cannot 
defeat or outwit the bosses and the pro­ 
moters of corruption. 
We give considera­ 
ble space to tlu- consideration of an exam­ 
ple that gives the lie to these statements 
and encourages the hope that in other 
cities than Albany corrupt practiec-s m ay 
i»e broken up. 
Probably there is less 
cause for complaint in S acram en to than 
any other city. 
The government here is 
very close to the people, and they are 


w a tc h fu l of it. 
But there are other Pa­ 
cific Coast cities tiiat will not bear such 
scrutiny. 
Three years ago, in the city of Albany, 
an as-ociation of citizens, called together 
for the purpose, resolved to work reforms 
in tiie city government, irrespective of 
party, and to secure conduct of municipal 
ad air- upon the plan of business economy 
ami principles. To that end a committee of 
thirteen was appointed, to continue in 
power for three years. The limit has now 
expired and the result is before the coun­ 
try, 
and is outlined 
in a remarkable 
report 
bv 
tiie 
committee 
to 
the 
Citizens’ Association. 
The experiment 
was considered a very doubtful one. The 
question was, whether a small body of pri­ 
vate citizens, having no political patronage 
or power, and seeking no party alliances, 
having no personal ends to subserve, and 
only a common desire to advance tiie pub­ 
lic welfare to unite and interest them in 
the work, could be induced to encounter 
Ihe personal animosities and unpopularity, 
am ito persevere in the face of the vexatious 
anno vanees and discouragements which such 
a work necessarilv involved, and whether 
"persistent and dogged jx-rseverance under 
Mich circumstances could result in sum -". 
Very much such a question confronted the 
Citizens’ Association of Sacramento. 
It 
has fairly succeeded in some good work, 
but iias by no means attained tiie limit of 
its usefulness, 
it has at least been a iron- i 
.-creative influence, and ha- awakened at­ 
tention* t'> the general need throughout the 
laud for municipal reforms. 
The A lbany com m ittee first gave its a t­ 
ten tio n to county affairs, and it succeeded

SPELLING ^REFORM 


Títere is no influence in the land that 
can sooner work language reforms than 
the pres- t.f the country, it is unanimous, 
practically, in agreement that our system 
of spelling is. in many respects, very ob­ 
jectionable, but it lacks unanimity of ac­ 
tion in inaugurating the needed reform.. 
No one newspaper is willing, or should be 
expected, to undertake the initial task 
alone. There is one paper—a leading 
Chicago journal—that has, however, ad­ 
hered for some years to the resolution to 
-pell programme program, and catalogue 
catalog. How many others will join it 
now, and add to the list 1iav for have, laf 
for laugh, and so on, for, say a dozen or two 
of other word- 7 If a score of leading 
new-papers would agree upon the subject 
and act, the public would soon become fa­ 
miliarized with the change and accept it. 
We have, by gradual steps, reformed our 
spelling greatly; as witness the changes in 
fiber, gage, honor, traveler, etc., and the 
dropping of many silent letters. 
Now, 
this 
process 
can 
be given new mo­ 
mentum 
by 
a concert of 
action 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
press, is 
becom­ 
ing every day more and more apparent 
that the philologists and the people are 
perfectly willing, nay, anxious, to drop si­ 
lent letters from our system of spelling. 
Their retention, -ays Dr. W hitney in hi.s 
" Life and Growth of Language,” has re­ 
sulted in mutilation of the radical part of 
words in the Romanic languages. 
Lin­ 
guistic growth i- never checked. 
It is a 
slow process, but capable of being safely, 
beneficially and greatly hastened by union 
of action among the dav-books of the time. 


I t appears that after all the flurry about 
railroad failures in 1884, there were fewer 
roads bankrupted in that year than in 1383 
—that i.-, les- mileage was sold under fore­ 
closure, the proportion being fifteen roads 
and i>50 miles la-t year, to eighteen roads 
and 1,350 miles in 1883. 
Forty-three cor­ 
porations went into the bands of receivers 
in 1884, but in every ease the condition of 
affairs was matter of open knowledge be­ 
fore the year began, and the fact fully re­ 
alized as t<> what must occur in time.

1884 the most of the new railroad tracks 
laid were, according to the Jlaiheay Age, 
extensions or branches of old trunk lines, 
the 4,000 miles of new track being distrib­ 
uted among 16fi different lines, which gives 
an average of but twenty-four miles per 
road. 
In 1884 it appears many new roads 
were projected or actually begun, tiie in­ 
vestment being induced by lowness of sup­ 
plies and labor. The New York Tribune 
believes that “ a- soon as a feeling of con­ 
fidence reappears in investment circles the 
building of railway- will be renewed with 
rabie rapidity 
a for< cast with a 
safe contingent: safer, indeed, than it is 
sagacious. 


T iik Reagan interstate commerce bill 
has passed one iiou-e of Congress, 
it is 
full of fallacies, errors of economy and 
violations of vital commercial principles. 
These are patent. 
It is not needed that 
they be now discussed. 
There are pro­ 
visions in tiie bill which will, should it 
become a law. operate to check railroad 
extension in some cases, and cripple, if 
not stop, railroad operation in other-,

i- an experiment which i- full of error and 
injustice. 
The supposed intentions, in the 
main, may not be complained of, since no 
one objc 't- to wrongdoing being checked, 
but the means adopted to this end should 
not lie such as to kill off legitimate enter­ 
prise or prevent fair return for service 
rf rncil, and ju-t that the Reagan bill, 
as we understand it, will <lu in its umli-- 
criminating exactions.

N e w Y o r k , Ja n u a ry 9th.— At a late hour 
th is afternoon several m en rushed ou t of 
No. 12 C ham bers street, in w hich building 
is located th e office o f O 'D onovan Kossa 
and the United Irishman. 
In a few seconds 
a m an, covered w ith blood, tottered dow n 
th e stairs to th e h allw ay an d sank on the 
front door-step, w hile bis blood covered th e 
sidew alk in a stream . 
T h e m ost intense 
excitem ent at once ensued, an d crowds 
Hocked to the scene. Several officers rushed 
up, and seeing a few m en m aking tow ards 
C ham bers street en d th e City H all, fol­ 
lowed them . One o f them , a tall m an, was 
captured and brought buck to w here th e 
(lying m an w as lying. 
“ 1- this the m an w ho stabbed y o u !’ 
asked an officer. 
" Yes. th at is tiie m an ,” said th e bleeding 
m an : 
“ but, by heavens, if I'm going to 
die. I'll die gam e, and there w ill bo tw o of 
us." 
W ith that, and before th e bystanders 
could realize his intentions, lie drew a re­ 
volver and fired tw o shot* in quick succes­ 
sion a t tin- m an standing before h im . 
O ne 
of tiie balls took effect in th e thigh o f his 
w ould-be m urderer. T his fu rth er increased 
'th e excitem ent; and th e neighborhood be­ 
cam e w ild w ith all sorts o f rum ors. 
T h e m an w ho was -tubbed proved to be 
Captain T hom as F. I’helan, of K ansas City, 
aged 49. and his assailant, w hom he says 
stabbed him , gave his nam e as R ichard 
Short, of 8lo T enth avenue. 
A n am bulance was sum m oned, and I’he­ 
lan was taken to tiie < liam bers-strcct H os­ 
pital. dying. 
H e is stabbed in tiie neck 
and breast, an d several o th er places. T here 
were rum ors that lie gave aw ay som e oí th e 
secrets o f th e F enian organization. 
A prin ter nam ed S chm idt, w ho had a 
com posing-room on th e sam e floor m xt to 
O 'D onovan ito ssa's office, said : 
" 1 was 
standing at m y wwrk, w hen suddenly i 
heard a noise in Rossa's office, w ith th e 
upsetting o f a 
table, follow ed by loud, 
angry w ords an d curses. 
T his continued 
for som e seconds, w hen som ething heavy 
was th ro w n against the wall. 
A m an cried 
out som ething th at sounded like ' H elp,' 
but I am not sure w hetiier th at was th e 
w ord or not. 
T hen th e door w as banged 
ojien, and four m en ran dow n th e stairs,

Blood

a w indow of o u r office, w hich looks out on 
C ham bers street. 
T hen i saw tiie m an 
w ith blood on his face fall on th e sidew alk, 
p a t hi* hand to h is h ip pocket, p ull a re­ 
volver and lire at one o f the three m en. 
w hich one I cannot tell, as I did not get a 
good look at him . 
1 th in k , how ever, that 
lie m ust have been shot, because be pulled 
up his coat, placed his hand to his hack 
am i stum bled forw ard, as if he was going 
to fall on his face. 
A policem an standing 
on the com er caught him by th e shoulder 
and arrested h im . 
A great crow d o f people 
gathered aro u n d th e m an lying on th e side­ 
w alk. 
.Severa! firem en cam e ru n n in g dow n 
the street, an d did som ething for him in 
tiie way o f (lashing w ater in his face and 
giving him w hisky." 
“ Did you see O 'D onovan Ro-sa am ong 
th e four m en, Mr. S c h m i d t was asked. 
" I can’t say th at I did." 
T h e police claim to have a letter from 
Itossa to th e w ounded m an, tellin g him to 
com e on to New Y ork to his office; th at 
lie had im portant business for him to at­ 
tend to. 
I’hoian was asked by firem an C ottrell if 
he w anted a m inister or priest. 
“ N o.” he 
replied, " I don’t w ant anybody. 
I d o n 't 
believe in an y religion,

T he new s of tiie stabbing an d shooting 
spread rapidly, and inquiries w ere m ade on 
all sides w ho 
Chelan an d S hort were. 
C helan appeared to lie know n to m any 
m en identified w ith several Irish revolu­ 
tionary societies, 
itossa was condem ned 
by a n u m b er of his com patriots for giving 
publication in his paper this week to an 
interview published in th e K ansas City 
Journal, purported to have been had w ith 
Chelan, giving a detailed account o f th e 
operations of the dynam iters in England. 
T hreats were m ade again.-t Rossa's life, and 
it is said his im m ediate friends had deter­ 
m ined to form a body g u ard to protect him . 
Short, it was slated, cam e to th is country 
w ith th e num . w ho in th e sum m er of !s.*2 
shot at Jim M cD erm ott in Captain R yan's 
bar-room in C ham ber street. 
H e is said to 
be a native o f < ork. w here lie was one of 
th e principal leaders of th e m ovem ent 
directed by O’D onovan Rossa. 
A long interview in th e K ansas City 
Jna, nil. was published by Chelan lately. 
C helan w as one o f the originators o f the 
sk irm ish in g fund, and was at one tim e su s­ 
pected o f being th e fam ous “ No. 1 " m en ­ 
tioned by inform er Cary in iiis evidence. 
H e lias been ail Irish N ationalist all his 
life, an d lias been alw ays prom inent in 
Irish revolutionary m ovem ents. 
Short is said to lie one o f th e Irishm en 
w ho was driven to this country by the 
treachery of Jim M cD erm ott, o f B rooklyn, 
wlio -;* now believed to be in th e pay of the 
h * ;o . em inent.

o f apples, 2,000 of w hich were packed and 
shipped from this city. 
T he apples are 
each w rapped carefully in w hite paper, 
an d packed in the usual-sized boxes, the 
corners o f w hich are secured by straps of

T he A ustralians, u n lik e our 


tlm contrary, w ant m edium -sized, or w hat 
is term ed am ong fruit m en as live tier 
apples. 
T he Pacific F ru it C om pany is get­ 
tin g a sh ip m en t ready for Sydney at pres­ 
en t. 
T he apples they are packing were 
grow n near Oroville. and consist of th e fol­ 
low ing varieties: W hite saps, Jon ath an s, 
.Spitzenborgs, Newton P ippins and w hite 
w in ter P carm ains. 
G reat care lias to be 
exercised in th e packing o f th e fruit, from 
tii-’ fact th at it takes tw enty-four days to 
m ak i the voyage, and, as th e fruit is stow ed 
aw av i:i th e hold o f the steam er, it suffers 
som ew hat from th e heat. 
T he apples sell 
readiiy in A u stralia from $2 to $2 2.3 p er 
box, an d at th at price there is a good m ar­ 
gin of profit to th e producer, com m ission 
m e n ;.cut and dealer. 
T here are b u t few 
ports of en try in A u stralia w here they will 
allow apples from foreign countries to 
land.

•how much it takes to keep a family. I had 
occasion lately to notice the children in a 
familv of mv" acquaintance, and I discov­ 
ered that they wasted more bread and but­ 
ter, cake and confections than would sup­ 
ply the requirements of two more children 
if" properly served. 
Children 
can 
be 
taught early not to lake food they do not 
require, anil to ask for only such a quantity 
as t hey can use—and to clean their plates. 
I remember a little girl who had been so 
brought up—who, when taken for the first 
time to the dining-table of a steamboat, and 
noticing the plates that men removed with 
unfinished food on them, called nut loudly: 
“ If grandpa was here he’d make you clear 
up your plates : ” and I have thought there 
was need of a “ grandpa ” with good old- 
fashioned ideas, very often, to teach the sin 
of wastefulness. The cellar, laundry and 
kitchen need constant supervision that 
everything is u’sed to the best advantage, 
and that nothing is discarded that can be 
used. The waste in soap and starch week 
after week is immense in some families, 
and clothes lines and pins are uncared for 
till more money must be expended to re­ 
place those that are spoiled by mildew and 
weather changes. 
In preparing vegetables for the table it is 
often the way to pare the potatoes and 
squash too thick ; carrots are not carefully 
scraped, and when fruit is used, the apple 
peelings are, in like manner, too thick. Of 
course, if they are put into ajar, and cov­ 
ered with warm waler, to be set in a warm 
¡•lace anil turned Into vinegar, it makes a 
difference; but if thrown away heedlessly, 
it is one of the small leaks that keep a i course 
housewife's hand forever in her pockets

A n old prolilem of th e psychologists has 
been revived by a le tte r to La Nature w rit­ 
ten by a F ren ch business m an, who m en­ 
tions th a t for years lie has been in the 
h a b it of w aking him self a t any hour in the 
m orning lie w ished, sim ply by im pressing 
upon ids m ind before going to sleep th e 
fact th a t he m ust aw ake a t th a t hour, and 
saying fu rth er th a t he seldom varies five 
m inutes from th e m om ent w hich lie had 
assigned him self. 
W e have a very distin ct 
recollection of m any instances in w hich we 
have ourselves trie d th e ex p erim en t w ith 
success, and at one tim e, when it was nec­ 
essary for a considerable period for us to 
w ake 011 certain days of th e week a t a very 
early hour, to tak e th e tra in to th e place 
w here o u r services were th en needed, we 
h a d an o p p o rtu n ity o f studying th e eir- 
eum stanecs 
under w hich 
th is peculiar 
species of self-control is most easily exer­ 
cised. 
D u fin g th is period we found no 
difficulty in w aking reg u larly w ith in about 
live m inutes o f th e tim e necessary to ena­ 
ble us to reach th e tra in com fortably, al­ 
th ough for a p o rtio n of th e tim e th is in ­ 
volved g ettin g up long before d a y lig h t; 
b u t we discovered also th a t in order to 
w ake w ith precision a t th e rig h t m om ent, 
and to rest q u ietly u n til it arrived, it was 
necessary to look a t oiir w atch just before 
going to si ep. 
I f we neglected th is pre­ 
caution we rere ap t to sleep uneasily, w ak­ 
ing lirst an h o u r or m ore before th e p roper 
tim e, and 
allow ing ourselves in 
conse­ 
quence only short naps afterw ard u n til th e 
m inute arrived for g ettin g up. 
W hatev er 
p art of our m ind it m ig h t have been th a t 
took charge of w aking us, seem ed to begin 
its count of h ours from th e tim e at w hich 
we composed ourselves to sleep, and if we 
did not inform ourselves of this, our con­ 
scious reckoning was correspondingly u n ­ 
certain and th e ellbrt to w ake vague, but if 
we took a clear note o f th e tim e in th e 
evening we could sleep peacefully through 
th e w hole of th e allotted interval, sure o f 
being aroused at or very n ear its e x p ira ­ 
tion. 
A n o th er condition o f w aking we 
found to be th e occurrence of some sm all 
external event, through w h ich , as it were, 
th e in tern al effort could tak e effect upon 
o ur senses. 
A very trifling circum stance 
— th e flu tter of a leaf outside th e window, 
th e c h irp of a bird, or any of th e unnum ­ 
bered sounds of early m orning— was suffi­ 
cient. if it happened at th e rig h t tim e, to 
w ake us by a sort of m agnifying process 
w hich a t th a t m om ent gave th e pow er of 
sta rtlin g u- bv a noise w hich would at 
o th er tim es he unnoticed ; but w ithout such 
sensible im pression we th in k we should not 
have w aked. 
In fact, on one or tw o occa­ 
sions we rem em ber to have been im pressed 
w ith a dim consciousness of w aiting for 
som ething to happen before w aking, and a 
m om ent later a trifling sound would open 
o ur senses w ith a little shock. 
T o th e ne­ 
cessity of w aiting for th is im pression, sm all 
as it m ay he, we were disposed to a ttrib u te 
th e v ariatio n of a m inute or two e ith e r 
way from th e exact m om ent assigned for 
w aking, w hich m ight otherw ise be k ept 
w ith exa t p u n ctu ality .— [A m erican A rch­ 
itect.

T he com plaint alleged th a t th e railroad 
com pany, as a com m on carrier, u ndertook 
to carry certain m erchandise for th e p lain ­ 
tiffs front M ilw aukee to San F ia n e isc o at 
th e rate o f freight charged to o th er favored 
m erch an ts; 
th a t a t this rate th e total 
am o u n t earned by th e railroad com pany of 
plaintiffs w as $14,Í>62 60, b u t th a t th e com ­ 
pan y extorted th e su m o f $16,860 70. Also, 
th at' th e com pany un d erto o k upon the sam e 
term s to carry certain goods from New 
Y o rk to th is city, an d was guilty o f a like 
exto rtio n . 
Also, that th e com pany, by its 
delay in tran sit, greatly dam aged th e p lain ­ 
tiffs.' 
T h e com pany answ ered th a t th e Court 
h a d no jurisdiction, because, to pass on the 
issues raised, it w ould have to construe and 
pass upon th e validity of a certain A ct of 
Congress, and because the regulation of 
fares and freights over th e com pany's road 
was. by said A ct o f Congress, expressly re­ 
served to th e F ederal G overnm ent. 
T he plaintiffs dem urred to th is answ er 
on the g ro u n d th at th e facts stated did not 
con stitu te a defense. 
Judge M aguire sustained th is dem urrer. 
H e said : “ T his Court has an undoubted 
right, in controversies betw een citizens of 
iliis Btatc involving th e construction of 
Federal statutes, to h ear an d determ ine th e 
sam e, unless, upon p roper application, the 
cause be rem oved to a F ederal Court. 
It is 
o f no im portance th at the defense relied 
upon involves th e co nstitutionality o f an 
A ct of th e Legislature w hich is claim ed to 
be in conflict w ith th e Federal C onstitution 
an d Federal statutes. T h is C ourt has co­ 
ordinate jurisdiction over all such questions 
w ith th e U nited States C ircuit Court, sub­ 
ject, how ever, to the rig h t of rem oval of the 
cause. 
B u t a party w aiving his rig h t of 
rem oval subm its to th e jurisdiction of the 
S tate Court. 
T he principal cause of action 
of th e plain tiff seem s to be based upon a 
contract executed betw een citizens o f this 
State, in w hich case this Court m ust have 
exclusive jurisdiction, unless th e contract 
is in conflict w ith th e F ederal C onstitution. 
In either view o f the subject-m atter o f this 
action the defense o f w ant of jurisdiction is 
insufficient, an d does not state facts suffi­ 
cient to constitute, a defense. 
T he trial of 
th is cause w ill in no m an n er affect th e reg­ 
u latio n o f freights or fares on th e defend­ 
a n t’s road.”

T h e plain tiff is a C hinese girl, 10 years of 
age, and sues by h er guardian ad litem , 
w ho is h er father an d w ho also bears a 
C hristian nam e. 
T he principal defendant 
is Principal of th e Spring V alley Public 
School, w ho refused to receive the Chinese 
girl as a pupil. 
W ith h er are joined as de­ 
fendants the 
S uperintendent o f Public 
Schools and the B oard of E ducation. 
T he 
defendants raised, a n u m b er o f interesting 
points, w hich Ju d g e M aguire discussed a t 
length. 
H aving disposed o f all these ad­ 
versely h e addressed h im self very elabor­ 
ately to the essence of the question. 
H e 
h eld th at th e fourteenth am en d m en t to the 
F ederal C onstitution secures equal protec­ 
tion, rights and privileges o f every natu re 
to all persons horn w ithin th e U nited 
Elates and subject to th e ir jurisdiction. O ur 
L egislature has enacted thal all children 
w ith in th e State shall have equal facilities 
for education, so far a# regards th e right to 
attend 
th e public schools. 
To deny a 
child, 
born 
o f 
C hinese 
parents 
in 
th is 
State, 
entrance 
to 
th e 
public 
schools, w ould he a violation o f th e law 
of th is State an d th e C onstitution o f the 
U nited States. 
It would, how ever, he u n ­ 
ju st to levy a forced tax upon C hinese resi­ 
dents to help m aintain ou r schools, and 
yet p ro h ib it th eir children horn here from 
education in those schools. 
Ignorance is a 
prolific source of crim e, and th e interest of 
the State dem ands th at th e school facilities 
sh o u ld be open and free to all. 
A decision 
to th is effect w ould not open our public 
schools to th e slum s of the Chinese quarter. 
T he Board of E ducation have am ple pow er 
to keep out all children w ho are blighted 
by filth, infection or contagion, or w ho are 
d aily brought in contact w ith pollution of 
any" kind. 
But an y such objection must 
b e personal to an y p articu lar child so barred 
out. w ithout regard to its race or color. 
In 
th e case at bar it is adm itted that th e child 
is health y an d o f cleanly habits, and of 
h ealth y and cleanly surroundings, and h e r 
application for adm ission as a pupil in th e 
S pring V alley school is proper and law ful, 
atul m ust he granted. 
T he Judge added 
th at if evil results follow ed this decision it 
w as n o t th e fault o f the judiciary. 
T he 
L egislature possessed th e pow er to provide 
separate «ehools for distinct races, an d our 
S uprem e Court had so decided. 
W hen th e reading of th e opinion was 
concluded, Isidor D anielw itz arose and »ai-l 
that he was not a m em ber o f the Board of 
E ducation at present, b u t he had been 
w hen this case w as instituted. 
H e desired 
to rem ind the Court th at u n d er th e present 
rules of th e B oard of E ducation, if Miss 
H u rley should ad m it ihe C hinese girl to 
h er school, she w ould be su m m arily dis­ 
m issed from h er position. 
Ju d g e M aguire responded that, in th at 
event, th e m em bers of th e Board of E duca­ 
tion w ould he su m m arily p u n ish ed for 
c •ntenipt. 
Counsel for th e Chinese said he w ould 
n o t press matter'.- to an y unpleasantness. 
T he decision was >11 he desired at present. 
It was said by counsel th a t an opportunity 
w ould he given for carrying the question to

T he G overnor yesterday received the 
fifth an n u al report o f th e State B oard of 
R ailroad C om m issioners, an d it h a s been 
placed in th e h an d s o f th e State P rinter, 
preparatory to being furnished to th e Legis­ 
lature. T h e re p o rt is signed only by Messrs. 
H u m p h rey s and C arpenter, and it is u n d er­ 
stood th a t M r. Foote desires to m ake and 
tile a m inority 
statem ent. 
T h e 
regu­ 
larity o f a m inority rep o rt being m ade 
is questioned by 
th e 
report o f Com ­ 
m issioners 
H u m p h rey s 
and 
C arpenter, 
w hich states th at 
' the Com m ission is 
in dependent, w ith in its sphere o f pow er 
an d 
duty 
having 
no 
superior. 
T here 
is, therefore, 
no 
constitutional 
ground 
upon w hich to p ark th e guns o f a hostile 
m inority. 
It [the report] is not to be m ade 
th e convenient vehicle o f its assailants, b ut 
sh ould be p rinted an d bound, in form an d 
substance, as it com es certified front th is 
office.” 
T he report then goes on to state 
that the " inevitable m in o rity o f th is Com ­ 
m ission never was or is u pon an y assum p­ 
tion o f incom patible good faith a separate 
in stitu tio n .” 
I f th ere he contem plated by­ 
law such a record as a m in o rity report, it 
m u st go to the sam e subjects as th e regular 
report, and be m ad e w ithin th e tim e and 
in Ihe m ode prescribed by th e C onstitution. 
H av in g th u s com m ented on the action o f 
C om m issioner Foote last year, th e report 
states th at " such a redundant afterpiece as 
a report upon a report was one o f those 
in ad v erten t m istakes w hich should no t be 
m ade a precedent.” 
A few o f th e leading features o f th e re- 
[Mirt m ay here be given, aw aiting a m ore 
careful exam ination after it is received from 
the State P rin ter’s han d s : 
ENLARGED POWERS. 
T he question of increasing the a u th o rity 
of th e B oard is discussed an d th e follow ­ 
ing recom m endation is m ade : " T ints upon 
such considerations of law an d fact as m ay 
he predicated o f all railw ay m anagem ent, 
th e com m issions o f o th er States have been 
invested w ith such visitorial an d rem edial 
pow ers and duties as have bro u g h t them 
into th eir m ost useful and friendly rela­ 
tions w ith railw ay com panies. 
By au th o ­ 
rized inspection an d findings o f fact, touch­ 
in g th e facilities an d in stru m en talities of 
transportation, an d pow er to advise or 
order repairs an d betterm ents, they exer­ 
cise a w atchful an d suggestive supervision, 
conducive to th e safety an d convenience of 
all concerned. 
It is th u s th at corporate 
self-governm ent is subjected to such and 
so m uch State control as carries w ith it the 
official evidence and assurance of reason­ 
able regulations—suitable facilities an d tlie 
safest attain ab le an d m ost accom m odating 
m anagem ent. It is therefore recom m ended 
that th e inspection an d finding o f facts, 
w hich w ould otherw ise be an idle display 
of unofficial interm eddling, be required of 
this C om m ission; and th at its general 
supervision of railroad and other tran s­ 
portation com panies in th is State be accom ­ 
panied by such app ro p riate pow ers and 
sanctions as shall insure com pliance w ith 
its authorized orders an d decisions.” 


PASSENGER SCHEDULE. 
T he H u m p h rey s schedule o f passenger 
fares, says tiie report, establishing m áx i­ 
m u m s of four an d six cents p er m ile, on 
t lie roads ow ned an d operated by the Cen­ 
tral Pacific R ailroad C om pany, is still in 
force. 
U pon th e com m on-sense th eo ry o f 
differential as opposed to a uniform rate, it 
is adjusted to th e volum e am i vicissitudes 
o f passenger traffic on th e roads to w hich 
it applies. 
It docs, by graduation o f rates 
to service, su b stan tially w hat is done by 
classifications of roads in M issouri. Oltio, 
South C arolina and W isconsin, in all of 
w hich, 
by legislative enactm ent, 
rates 
range from th ree to four cents p er m ile : 
an d in n eith e r o f w hich are th ere an y such 
constant factors o f cost in construction and 
operation as M ojave deserfs or N evada an d 
T ehachapi m o u n tain s.

w ith th is statem ent attention is called to 
th at of th e Central Pacific R ailroad Com ­ 
pany, verified an d filed in this office for the 
year 1883, as follow s :

DISTANCE TARIFFS EXAMINED. 
A distance ta riff w ith both ends in th e 
State, can he tested by law s of trade and 
local conditions. 
By such a tariff logically 
applied to the business o f an y road, the 
sum o f the short hauls w ould be the charge? 
for th e long one. 
W hile th is w ould fill the 
m easure of corporate selfishness, it w ould 
be w ithin the ru le prescribed by th e C on­ 
stitution. .Section 21.

COMPETITION BETWEEN CARRIERS. 
T he subject o f com petition betw een car­ 
riers and its effect upon shippers is taken 
u p and th u s com m ented on : 
" At com pet­ 
ing points the 
producer, m anufacturer, 
, m erchant, consum er an d sh ip p er are m as­ 
ters o f th e situation, and if th ey w ere al- 
w avs ju st and im p artial th e rates they fix 
m ight be considered, p ritu a facie, fair and 
reasonable. 
B ut as th ey are n ot better 
th an otlierm en , it m ay be th a t w hen they 
get a corner on carriers they are selfish 
enough to m ake th e m ost o f it." 
In statin g its view s on th is subject, th e 
Com m ission says : " Like th at of V irginia, 
it holds th a t com petitive th ro u g h rates arc 
not th e trite criterion, by an y com parison 
or relation, o f w hat is ju s t and reasonable 
for local service. 
L ike th e C om m ission of 
A labam a, it refuses to ‘ put its ju dgm ent 
in th e place’Tif com petition.' ” 
it goes fu rth er an d distinctly takes issue 
witlx those w ho w ould p u t com petition in 
th e place o f progressive developm ent, and 
by uniform rates lim it both to com petitive 
points. 
“ W here n atu re h as m ade a differ­ 
ence this C om m ission, by differential rates, 
has m ade, an d w ill continue to m ake, a 
corresponding distinction. 
T h u s conced­ 
ing th e ir n atural advantages to seventy or 
m ore favored localities by sca-shore, it ex­ 
tends to a h u n d red m ountain tow ns, not 
the best o r cheapest, but better an d cheaper 
co m m u n icatio n ." 
STOCKHOLDERS AND THEIR RIGHTS. 
In 4882 th e n u m b er o f stockholders in 
the C entral i ’acitic R ailroad Com pany was 
1,340. 
In ls83 th e n u m b er reported was 
2,108, an increase o f 838. 
If th e ratio o f in ­ 
crease lias been constant th e n u m b er now 
is probably nearly 3,000. 
T he C om m ission 
adopts as its ow n tiie declaration o f Com ­ 
m issioners Stoncm an, D oyle anil Sm ith in 
th e ir last report, as follow s: 
" O u r rail­ 
roads have been built an d areo w n ed by in ­ 
dividuals w hose properly is as sacredly 
u n d er th e protection o f th e law as th a t of 
an y other individuals. 
To ren d er 
the 
stock an d th e road valueless to th eir ow n­ 
ers w ould be atrocious ty ran n y ." It should 
be added th at w h eth er done by three or by 
th irty ty ran ts th e atrocity is th e sam e. A nd 
as to tak e aw ay th e basis o f values and 
credit is to w eaken or d estro y 'th e m , it fol­ 
lows th at to jeopardize or deplete th e in ­ 
com e o f th e Toads, is to sh o rt or depreciate 
th e ir stocks arel to in ju re th eir ow ners. 
T h is is so irrespective of th e agent or p u r­ 
pose of the injury. 
In speaking o f the S outhern Pacific road, 
th e report says th at it is a w ork of public 
econom y, by w hich th e State has gained 
m uch m ore th an its ow ners. 
Its influence 
in reducing freight charges by sea is pointed 
out. an d the reduction estim ated at 37 per 
cent.
